The emphasis on tho word "unag- 
gressive" was unmistakable and Brit- 
ish spokesmen Tuesday, called atten 
tion to it. 
As for Secretary Hughes, he care- 


fully refrained from saying what Mr. 
Balfour did. namely that millions of 
men would be poured forth again for 
Franco but ho permitted America's 
position to bo stated by implication 
when he remarked that "there is no 
moral isolation for the- defenders of 
liberty and justice." 
The French arc deeply pleased with

DO NOT SEE TUB LIGHT 


The joker luw prescribing 
so-called 
non-glnre 


lenses for headlight's on automobiles has done some 
good at least. It has taught folks that glare is bad 
for the eyesight. 
The harm done by glare is more 


tragically expressed in accidents' oh the road ot 
night, but It Is nevertheless more widespread in the 
average parlor or sitting room where- the family 
circle spends the long winter evenings—If any such 
circles still survive. 


It is'hard on the eyes to have the- ordinary style 


of table lamp shedding its glare directly 'upon the 
eyes of those who sit at the table to read or study 
or work at night. The lamp should be at least half 
way between thc table top and.ihe ceiling, that is. 
tho source of light should be well above the level of 
the'.eye's, it is far better to have a less intense il- 
lumination, of objects'on or around the table, from 
a iamp near thc ceiling, than a brilliant illumination 
from a lamp only IS inches or two feet above the 
table. In homes where kerosene or oil lamps are 
still used—and so far as lighting is concerned, these 
are as good as any other—if is worth while to in- 
stall hanging, lamps which will shed their light 
from a point nearer the ceiling than the table.
